“ What I said was regarding the 
turn of events to prove my conten­ 
tion that serious storms and other 
disasters may be expected." 
Porta said the storms would strike 
the Pacific coast on Saturday and 
move eastward reaching the central 
states Dec. 22 and reach the eastern 
coast two days later. 
“ Tile Pacific coast will feel the most 
serious storms in its history." he said.
